Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Meredith 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, which was made 
by this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. 
Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: Dec. 31, 1950—Dec. 31, 1951: 
(Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1950 
and December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibit A. As in- 
dicated therein the Net Debt decreased by $27,012.27 in 1951. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition during 
the year is made in Exhibit B, with the factors which caused 
the change indicated therein. These were as follows:

Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibit C & D) 


Comparative Statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibits C and D. As 
indicated by the budget summary, (Exhibit D) a net revenue 
surplus of $5,005.88, less a net overdraft of appropriations 
of $1,811.02, resulted in a net budget surplus of $3,194.86. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1951, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit 
EK. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1951, 
is indicated in Exhibit F. 


Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit L) 


A statement of long term indebtedness as of December 
31, 1951, showing annual maturities of principal and annual 
interest requirements, is contained in Exhibit L. 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were 
checked by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts 
and expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by 
comparison with reconciled bank balances made from state- 
ments obtained from depository banks. Verification of un- 
collected taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent 
taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. 
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General Comments 
Current Surplus: 


It is noted that the Current Surplus (Excess of Total 
Assets over Current Liabilities) increased during 1951, 
from $2,872.99 to $6,385.26, as shown herewith:

Tax Records: 


It is again recommended that more care be given to 
the keeping of the Tax Collector’s accounts and records, 
particularly in respect to the matter of posting items from 
the cash book to the warrant book. The Collector’s accounts 
should be closed and balanced prior to the time of the annual 
audit. If this is done less time will be required to make the 
audit and the cost to the town incident thereto reduced. 


Conclusion: - 


The accounts of the town officials which we examined 
were found in good condition and the accounting and finan- 
cial procedure, with exceptions as herein indicated, conform- 
ed to prescribed methods and procedure. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annual 
Town Report. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Town Manager’s Report 


The year 1951 has seen substantial progress in the Town 
of Meredith. The advent of the mill offered prospects for 
employment of local people and an increase in the circulation 
of money around town. 


Due to the continued cooperation and willingness of all 
town officers, school district officers and departments a size- 
able reduction in the tax rate was made possible. 


Today the cost of government in general is getting out 
of hand. Revenues are raised with more regard to the de- 
mands of the public treasury than to the effect on the in- 
dividuals who must pay. Here in Meredith the Board of 
Selectmen and I have endeavored to keep the individual 
taxpayer in mind. We know it is he who pays the bills; 
town government is not self-supporting. 


The Board of Selectmen and I see a prospect of another 
tax reduction in 1952. Our community is growing and we 
must govern our local affairs in a manner that will make 
outsiders want to come here and erect taxable property. We 
must convince others that we are a solid community, a pro- 
gressive community and a responsible one. Only in this 
way can we bring into our treasury sufficient revenue to 
finance our needed improvements. 


Town Maintenance: 


Asphalt and tar were both used extensively again this 
past summer extending our hard top road program an 
additional 2.49 miles. 


Resurfacing with asphalt was also done on the fol- 
lowing streets to keep them properly maintained: 


Ladd Hill Boynton Road 
Lake Street Robinson Hill 
Oak Street Highland Street Ext. 
Circle Drive Main Street (from 


intersection of Rte. 104 to R. R. Station) 


Sixteen corrugated metal culverts were installed and 
seven concrete culverts. This year plans have been made 
to install three new cement box-type culverts to replace 
our wooden bridges. 


thi Work has been planned for this spring to improve the 
facilities at Leavitt Park for bathing and recreational pur- 
poses, 
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Town Road Aid funds were expended on Edgerly School 
Road and the Ridge Road. At the end of the year we had 
an unexpended balance of $1,239.24. 


Welfare: 


Welfare has dropped considerably this past year. All 
of our child welfare cases have been turned over to the re- 
sponsible parties thus helping to reduce our costs. Financially 
we made out fairly well on welfare. At the end of the year 
we had an unexpended balance of $649.38. 


Sewer Construction: 


The work on the new Sewer System will begin early 
this spring. The initial step will be the construction of the 
Sewage Treatment Plant and the Main Pumping Station 
(Contract No. 1). The approximate cost of Contract No. 1 
will be $275,000.00. As soon as Contract No. 1 is completed, 
work will begin immediately on Contract No. 2 which will 
include the Sewers on U. S. Route 3, Winnipesauke Street, 
Center Harbor Road, Pleasant Street and Plymouth Street 
at an approximate cost of $200,000.00. 


Government exists to serve people and has no needs of 
its own. The service of people to government, is service to 
themselves in an effort to satisfy their collective wants. 
With this thought in mind the Board of Selectmen and I 
have tried to— 


1 Make a careful appraisal and analysis of the public and 
its attitudes to determine what the citizens want their 
town government to do and how they want it done. 


2 Take steps to make it easier for citizens to secure ac- 
curate answers to their questions regarding the town 
services. 


8 Accord courtesy and respect to every citizen who has a 
complaint to make about local government and take 
systematic action to satisfy complaints and to prevent 
their recurrence.

Report of School District Meeting 


Meeting of March 9, 1951 


The meeting was opened at 3:27 p. m. by the Moderator 
Dr. Arthur F. Pottle, who read the Warrant. Business pro- 
ceeded under the first four articles. Members of the School 
Board, the Clerk, Moderator and assistant moderator, Wil- 
lard Grad officiated at the balloting. 


Shortly after eight o’clock in the evening, the Moderator 
ealled for attention to the rest of the articles in the War- 
rant after prayer was offered by Rev. Francis Cooper. 


Article V. Ernest Nedeau called attention to the lack 
of election pay, which the new system will necessarily call 
for, and moved that the budget be amended so that the sum 
to be raised for District Officers’ salaries be $290.00 in- 
stead of $260.00, to be spent as follows: $9.00 for Super- 
visors of the Checklist; $8.00 for the presiding officer; 
$8.00 for the ballot clerk and $5.00 for the clerk. This was 
voted affirmatively. 


It was also voted that the budget item “other expenses of 
administration” be raised from $225. to $250.00. 


Article VI. Reports of committees were postponed un- 
til such articles as they most fitted were discussed. 


Article VII. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in the Warrant. It was 
voted that the Moderator appoint five members to serve on 
a building committee and report at the next meeting. 


Articl VIII. To see what sum of money the District will 
raise and appropriate for the suport of schools, for the sal- 
aries of schoo! district officials and agents, and for the pay- 
ment of statutory obligations of the district, and to auth- 
orize the application against such sums as are estimated to 
be received from the state equalization fund together with 
other income; the School Board to certify to the Selectmen 
the balance between the estimated revenue and the appro- 
priation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 
Discussion of the Superintendent’s salary followed and of 
the school Union meetings. It was suggested that our School 
Board members obtain a written report of the Supervisory 
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Union meetings. It was moved by Sedley Bartlett that the 
School Board be instructed to vote against any increase in 
the Superintendent’s salary at the Union meeting this year. 
This was voted. It was moved by Robert Rhodes that the 
Budget item of “repairs and replacements” be reduced from 
$2500. to $1500. This was voted. It was then moved by 
Ernest Nedeau that the proposed Budget for 1951-1952 
be accepted as presented with the alterations as voted, and 
this was so voted. It was voted that the School Board 
report to the Selectmen the balance between estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be 
raised by taxes by the town. 


Article IX. To see if the District will raise and appro- 

priate a sum of money not in excess of $500. to purchase 
an option on a suitable building site for a new high school 
building, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
It was moved by Dr. Harry Gilman that this article be 
rassed. This was passed. Mrs. Barbara Neal then reported 
the Committee’s investigation of school sites that the com- 
mittee considered suitable for construction of a new school. 
they being the Henry Blaisdell lot and Prescott Park. A 
motion that the school committee consider plans for con- 
structing a new addition on the present high school property 
was ruled out of order under this article, which read “To see 
if the District will raise and appropriate a sum of money not 
in excess of $500. to purchase an option on a suitable building 
site for a new high school building, and pass any vote re- 
Jating thereto.” Much discussion involving school sites and 
future plans wag held but finally it was voted that the sum 
of $500 be raised to obtain an option on a suitable building 
site. This motion was made by Marion Chase. 


Article X. To see if the District will raise and appro- 
priate the necessary funds to provide an additional first 
grade teacher and such facilities as may be required to 
care for an expected increase in primary enrollment. It 
was moved that the sum of $2,700. to provide for an 
additional first grade teacher and such facilities as may 
be required be raised. This was passed. A motion was 
then made to raise the sum of $300. to provide facilities 
for an additional first grade to take care of an expected 
increase in enrollment and this was so voted. Discussion 
revolved around the closing of the Meredith Center School, 
bringing the children into town and having the present 
teacher take over teaching of the additional first grade, 
but no action was voted. $ 
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Article XI. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting. It was moved that this 
meeting go on record as favoring a long range program plan 
for a new high school site, with opportunity for additions 
in the future to provide for a centralized school. This was 
voted unanimously. 


Moved that the committee bring in plans as to the exact cost 
of building a complete high school plant, auditorium, and 
gerade schools in the future at Prescott Park. This was passed. 
Moved that the sum of $500. already raised be used to obtain 
a three year pEuUpD. on the Henry Blaisdell property. This 
was passed. 


Moved to reconsider the motion concerning the Blaisdell 
property. This was passed. 


Moved that we leave to the discretion of the new building 
committee as to where to use the $500. for an option on a 
site for the building. This motion was amended to add, ex- 
cluding the Prescott and Blaisdell lots already voted against. 
This motion was passed. 


Moved by Sedley Bartlett that the meeting adjourn, when 
we adjourn, to April 6, 1951 at 8:00 p. m. This was voted. 


Moderator Pottle closed the polls at 11:17 p. m. and 
after the discussion of all articles in the Warrant, the votes 
were counted with the following being reported: Total 
ballots cast 214. For Moderator, Arthur F. Pottle 201; Brad- 
bury Sprague 1; Willard Grad 1. For Clerk, Isabel Russell 
174; Herberta Stark 1; Cordelia Berquest 1; Earle Welch 1; 
Barbara Neal 1; George Haskell 1. For School Board for 
three years, Jane Ambrose 117; Barbara Neal 95. Treasurer, 
Evelyn Watson 184; Marion Chase 4; Richard B. Wein 1; 
Cordelia Berquest 1; Barbara Neal 1; Sedley Bartlett 1. 
Moderator Pottle declared that as a result the following were 
duly elected and should assume the oath of office: Moderator 
Arthur F. Pottle; Clerk, Isabel Russell; School Board Mem- 
ber, Jane Ambrose; Treasurer, Evelyn Watson. Jane Am- 
brose was the only newly elected official present and took the 
oath in the presence of witnesses, administered by the Mod- 
erator.

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MEETING OF THE MEREDITH SCHOOL DISTRICT 


April 6, 1951 


The meeting was opened at 8:00 p. m. by Moderator Ar- 
thur F. Pottle, who called on Rev. Paul Nystedt, of the 
Baptist Church, for the invocation. 


The Moderator extended his personal thanks to the two 
committees on school buildings and sites which had served 
previously. Mr. J. Clinton Roper offered the following mot- 
ion: ‘“Moved—a vote of thanks to the previous two com- 
mittees for their extensive efforts over a three year period.” 
This was voted in the affirmative. 


The Moderator reminded the meeting that although 
disucssion could ensue, and action be taken on any plans 
under Article XI, no vote could be taken to raise money. 


Mr. Chester Lord, representing the new committee, 
presented an extensive and detailed report, illustrated with 
charts, blueprints and drawings (copy attached to original 
minutes of meeting.) In general, his report, representing 
the majority committee opinion, recommended additions 
to the Lang Street School. 


Chairman of the School Board Carl Chase requested 
from Superintendent Almon Bushnell a list of figures on 
the physical condition of Lang Street school, to be compared 
with the committee’s figures. Mr. Bushnell, in presenting his 
statistics, explained that they were intended as a supplement 
to those of Mr. Lord, and that they were based on past cen- 
sus records. Mr. Bushnell emphasized that the state consid- 
ers 25 students per room a reasonable number, and that at 
the present time Grade. 5, for instance, has 27 and Grade 6 
has 33. The charts represented estimated future enrollment, 
with blocks marked in red to indicate where over-crowding 
in a classroom would prevent a teacher from functioning at 
her best. The minimum number of classrooms required at 
Lang Street in 1954 was estimated at ten, and in 1956, 
eleven. Seven rooms are now in use there, with the building 
having been designed to accommodate six. 


_ Mr. Chase gave a resume of the work of the building com- 
mittees over the past several years; he questioned whether 
an emergency actually exists at Lang Street in regard to 
adequate provision for present needs, and stated that Mr. 
Bushnell and Principal Frederick Delaney concurred with 
him in his belief that no present emergency exists.

In answer to a question as to why so many small (rural) 
schools are closed, Mr. Bushnell stated that population 
changed and enrollment fluctuated, and it seemed to be the 
preference of the people that their children attend larger 
centralized schools. 


The matter of tuition pupiis from other towns was dis- 
cussed on a question by Paul Barneetz, and it was brought 
out that Meredith High School has 35 such students at 
present. 


Sidney Batchelder explained briefly that the long range 
program was what he personally, and many other persons 
wanted for their schools in Meredith, but that it was ob- 
vious that the town simply could not afford it. 


J. Clinton Roper read a motion at this point in regard 
to the calling of a new school meeting in case it should 
prove necessary to raise funds for any action taken. The 
motion was ruled as not in order for discussion at the 
time, and Mr. Roper was asked to present it later. 


Harold Greatorex explained the minority position of 
the building committee, and stated that he had refused to 
support any of the three alternatives (1. additions to Lang 
Street, 2. long range program, 3. two session day) because 
before coming to a decision he would want placed before 
him in exact figures the cost of each system and the needs 
of the schools. 


Jane Ambrose reminded the meeting that once addi- 
tions to the Lang Street school had been voted the sum 
of $200,000. might be expended before the long range pro- 
gram (voted at the previous meeting) could even be start- 
ed. She felt that gymnasium space and recreational areas 
should be available for adults as well as children. Mrs. Am- 
brose quoted from a report by Paul Farnham, of the State 
Board of Education, some comparative figures for con- 
structing new buildings and remodeling old ones in other 
towns where the situation is similar to that in Meredith. 


Ernest Nedeau commended the building committee 
for amassing and presenting so much excellent material 
in such a short space of time. He asked the committee 
whether the addition of a new heating plant had been con- 
sidered in the estimated cost of the school addition. Mr. Lord 
replied that the estimate of 80 cents per cubic foot would 
stand whether a new heating system was installed, or addi- 
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tions made to the present one at Lang Street. Mr. Nedeau 
mentioned the obvious saving that would ensue over a period 
of years with one heating system and one janitor in any 
program of school construction. He deprecated the fact. that 
the only available figures on heating costs at present are 
those of New York State schools, and these schools cannot 
be considered comparable to New Hampshire schools since 
the allotted cost per pupil is much greater in New York, and 
buildings there are of much more expensive construction. 
Mr. Nedeau, commenting on the proposed additions at Lang 
Street, said that if we go on the assumption that we are 
to construct there, then we have pegged our path for the 
future. If any more money is expended there now, we will he- 
sitate to give up that building five years from now, at which 
time a new building might seem more possible than it 
does now. 


Mr. Lord cited a situation similar to that of Meredith 
in the Fitzwilliam School, which was completed in Oct- 
ober 1950. Four classrooms were added to a_ building 
there at a cost of $61,268. Adding the estimated 10% in- 
crease of building costs since that date, present cost would 
be about $67,394. 


Mr. Batchelder stated that we had heard the educators’ 
point of view in regard to various forms of expansion, and 
that he would be interested in the opinions. of some business 
men in the town. 


The Moderator called on several who signified that 
they did not wish to speak. Then Selectman Marshall 
Hodsdon stated that he agreed with the position of Mr. 
Greatorex — he would like figures on all plans before com- 
mitting himself. Mr. Earle Welch emphasized that long 
range planning meant a new high school. He spoke of the 
figures on enrollment estimated to 1967, as presented by Mr. 
Lord’s committee, and asked if that could not be consider- 
ed long range planning of a sort. He hoped that whatever 
plan was voted, the meeting would remember that the town 
needed to maintain its financial equilibrium. 


Mr. Walter Foster pointed out that the same long range 
plan we were advocating for our children might serve to 
burden them so much financially in the future that it would 
be of little advantage, and that therefore he would favor the 
less expensive method of additions to Lang Street. Mr. 
Leslie Welch stated that the longer action was delayed the 
more prohibitive building costs would become, and also that 
he was against using a basement for instruction of children 
as is presently done at Lang Street. 
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A discussion followed in regard to the closing of the 
Meredith Center School. It was noted that only thirteen pup- 
ils attend there at present. Mrs. Pickering and Mr. Stafford 
spoke in favor of keeping the school open. Mr. Chase explain- 
ed, on question, that although he favored keeping it open, it 
was possible that the addition of rooms to Lang Street, or 
the construction of a new school under the long range pro- 
gram plan, might influence its closing. Mr. Lord expressed 
hope that citizens of Meredith Center would not stand in the 
way of progress in construction by voting against a build- 
ing program solely because it might mean the closing of 
their school. 


Mr. Roper read the following motion: “Moved that due 
to the overcrowded conditions at the elementary or Lang 
Street School in Meredith an emergency exists in order to 
make available certain additional rooms by the opening of 
the fall term of 1951; and that therefore the School Board be 
requested to petition the Superior Court for permission to 
hold a special School District Meeting under New Hamp- 
shire Laws of 1947, Chapter 178, Section 3.” After discus- 
sion and explanation the motion was voted in the affirma- 
tive. (Affirmative — 93, Negative — 43.) 

Mr. Robert Prescott informed the meeting that should 
any additions be voted to the present high school building, 
no such addition could be made on the Main Street side, 
according to the wording of the deeds concerned. Mr. Lord 
expressed the opinion of the committee, that should such a 
situation arise, the holders of the deed undoubtedly would 
be willing to cooperate to some extent. 


It was voted (on motion of Earle Welch) that the 
present building committee be continued, with instructions 
to bring in plans and specifications at the next meeting; 
and if by chance any member of that committee did not 
see fit to continue, that the Moderator be instructed to 
appoint someone to fill the vacancy. 

Mr. Nedeau mentioned the Government loan of $14,- 
000. which had been extended to April 15. It was voted 
that he be empowered to notify the U. S. Government that 
the Meredith School District did not intend to use the 
$14,000. for building plans. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:20 p. m.

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MEETING OF THE MEREDITH SCHOOL DISTRICT 


MAY 18, 1951 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 P. M. by Moder- 
ator Arthur F. Pottle, with Rev. Paul Nystedt offering pray- 
er. The Moderator read the Warrant and called for business 
to proceed under Article 1. 


Chester Lord rose on a point of parliamentary proced- 
ure to state that the Building Committee should give its re- 
port at the beginning of the meeting. The Moderator ruled 
that no discussion or action be taken on Article 1 until 
after the report of the Building Committee was _ heard. 


(Copy of report by Chester Lord, representing the commit- 
tee, attached to original minutes of meeting.) The motion by 
Robert Prescott that the report be accepted was seconded 
and voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE I—AI Boley requested an approximate figure 
from Town Manager or Selectman on the tax rate for 1951, 
explaining that this rate would naturally have a bearing on 
any construction to be undertaken by the town. Town Man- 
ager Robert Rhodes replied that no estimate could be given 
until the county tax figure was received; and stated that he 
wished to go on record as saying that he did not know what 
the taxes would be, but that the town budget had been cut 
this year. The motion of Al Boley that this article be passed 
(i. e.: voted down) was duly seconded and voted in the af- 
firmative. 


ARTICLE JI: On a question from the floor as to the 
exact meaning of this article, Superintendent Almon Bush- 
nell explained that some persons felt Lang Street was not a 
good location for a school, and that if the town intended to 
expend seventy-five or eighty thousand dollars for a school 
it would be better to put this money into a new building. 
Article 2, therefore, provided that any sums of money left 
over at the end of the year should be set. aside to go toward 
the construction of a new school at some future date. 
Annalee Thorndike requested a report from the School Board 
on the proposed new school structure, plans for which were 
displayed at the front of the hall, along with those of the 
‘Building Committee. The Moderator ruled that such a report 
would have to come under the article on new business. A 
brief discussion ensued as to the proper article under which 
the report could be given; then the Moderator explained that 
the only way in which it could be handled was for a vote to 
be taken that Article 2 be laid on the table, and subsequently 
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anything referring to it could, be brought up for discussion. 
This motion was duly made and seconded with 110 persons 
voting yes and 24 voting no. The motion of Carl Chase that 
Ernest Nedeau report on the new building at that time was 
voted in the negative, with 69 persons voting yes and 71 no. 


ARTICLE III: Chester Lord made the following motion: 
“T move that the School District of the Town of Meredith 
vote to build and equip an addition to the Lang Street 
School consisting of not less than four (4) classrooms and 
to make the necessary alterations in the existing Lang 
Street School building in accordance with the plan and re- 
commendations as submitted by the Building Committee 
and to provide sanitary and administrative necessities, and 
to provide necessary equipment and furnishings and to 
acquire any real property necessary for location of the neces- 
sary additions and improvements. That the School Board be 
authorized to employ and pay an architect to prepare working 
plans and specifications for the alterations and additions to 
the existing Lang Street School House, selecting said plans 
and specifications from at least three competitive plans, all 
to be in accordance with the general plans and specifications 
submitted by the Building Committee at this meeting. 
That the School Board be authorized to accept that bid or 
bids or to expend the sum’ not exceeding seventy, five thous- 
and dollars ($75,000.) for the construction of such alterations 
and additions and for the acquisition of additional real prop- 
erty, whichever in the opinion of the School Board is to the 
advantage of the School District of the Town of Meredith. 
That the School Board be authorized to supervise by itself 
or its duly authorized agent or agents and advisory com- 
mittees, the performance of any and all building contracts, 
to accept the alterations and additions for the School Dis- 
trict of the Town of Meredith, and to take any other ne- 
cessary action in connection with such bids, contracts, 
construction and alterations as in their opinion may be 
necessary.” 


After the motion was seconded, the question was raised as 
to whether the School Board had to carry out the plans 
alluded to in the motion, when the word “authorized” 
was included. J. Clinton Roper replied that the statutes 
of the state of New Hampshire empowered the local school 
boards to see that buildings were constructed. They could be 
authorized by vote of a meeting to carry out certain con- 
struction, and it was assumed that in their capacity ag repre- 
sentatives of the people they would carry out the wish of the 
pepe. Mr. Bushnell read a portion of the statute referred 
0. 
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Chester Lord stated that the Building Committee was 
operating under difficulties with the majority of the School 
Board being against their plan. He said that the Board 
could be forced by court order to carry out the Lang 
Street School additions, but he scarcely expected that would 
be necessary. Chairman of the Board Carl Chase remarked 
that neither the plan of addition nor any other was absolute- 
ly necessary to carry out by September, and that he had 
come to the meeting with a motion to that effect. 


+. Clinton Rover emphasized that the fact of an emergency 
existing in the present space was the whole reason for 
having appointed a committee, and for holding the special 
meeting. He added that Mr. Bushnell had reported on the 
erowded situation at the last meeting. Rev. Paul Nystedt 
said he felt the town should depend on the ability of the 
School Board which had been elected and that strong signifi- 
cance should be attached to their positive decision against 
additions to Lang Street School, and in favor of a new build- 
ing at some future date. 


Mrnest Nedeau was called on to present the reasons for the 
School Board being against making additions to the Lang 
Street School, and stated that such additions are defiinitely 
against all precepts of modern progressive education; that 
one error cannot be corrected by adding another error to 
it, and that the first error was made when the school was 
originally constructed. Mr. Nedeau emphasized that build- 
ing on rooms would provide the minimum education, but 
would never provide satisfactory progressive education, and 
the policy of adding on rooms was making no proper pro- 
vision for the future. He mentioned that Mr. Paul Farn- 
ham had recently explained in detail at a P. T. A. meeting 
that the State Board of Education would not recommend such 
a plan—although they could not prevent its being carried 
out, it would not have their recommendation. Mr. Nedeau 
added that a lot of money would have to be used in these ad- 
ditions. and when the time came inevitably that it had to be 
given up, we would lose all we had put into the Lang’ Street 
School; and that it did not seem logical to consider’ additions 
in a spot where future expansion is impossible. He felt that 
it was not right to cram 300 children in a play space of ap- 
proximatly three fifths of an acre; and pointed out that the 
carrying on of a recess period in relays, as is being done at 
present, was not conducive to good study habits. Mr. Nedeau 
reminded the meeting that they had not appropriated money 
for any additional teachers, which would mean four vacant 
rooms in September if the construction was added by that 
time. Mentioning the matter of enrollment, he stated that 
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-ccording to the most recent survey made by the superin- 
tendent and headmaster, the expected enrollment in the fall 
would be a few less than at present, and concluded by say- 
ing that such a situation would not constitute an emergency. 


A this point Chester Lord called on a member of the 
Building Committee, Sydney Batchelder, to give an account 
of a meeting he had had with Mr. Farnham. Mr. Batchelder 
stated that somebody was lying, since he had talked with Mr. 
Farnham and heard quite a different story, and that it had 
been agreed that there certainly was an emergency. Mr. Lord 
read from the 1947 and 1948 School Reports the statements 
made by Mr. Bushnell indicating that there definitely was an 
emergency. Mr. Lord added that he himself wished to give 
the meeting the statement Mr. Farnham had made, the state- 
ment which he had intended Mr. Batchelder to make when 

i.ed upon, which was: “TI did not know that your plans were 
so extensive.” Mr. Lord went on to explain that Mr. Farnham 
had not been told the full facts of the Building Committee’s 
plan when he had been made acquainted with it. 


Al Boley stated that he was not fully in favcr of either plan, 
but that it would be well to keep the tax rate down if Mere- 
dith wished to retain the goodwill of the summer residents, 
ano if it hoped to attract and keep such business as the local 
mill in town. He mentioned the effect the new sewage system 
would have on taxes, and questioned just how much it would 
be. Mr. Rhodes replied that the town was still waiting the 
settlement of litigation in the courts, and therefore an 
accurate answer could not be given at present. Earl Welch 
added that in a two year interim since construction of the 
sewer was voted, its cost has gone up by two hundred 
thousand dollars. 


Selectman Marshall Hodsdon was called on to make a state- 
ment as a member of the Building Committee, and explained 
that while he felt the group had worked hard on its solution, 
he could not agree with it, since he felt that the town was 
likely to grow in population, and that in the long, run it was 
going to turn out more of a costly process to add on to the 
Lang Street School, than to enter into new construction. He 
advocated not so much going into any sort of expensive 
structure, as to use care to arrive at the proper sone for 
saving the town money in the future. 


Carl Chase stated that he felt that adding on to the present 
structure would be shortsighted economically, and that it 
would go against the best judgement of the local School 
Board and the State Board of Education. Serley Bartlett 
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went on record as favoring the Building Committee findings. 
At the time of the vote Chester Lord rose to a point of par- 
liamentary procedure to request a vote by hands. 119 
voted yes on the motion and 32 voted no, carrying it in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE IV: The following motion was made by 
Sydney Batchelder: “I move that the School District of 
the Town of Meredith vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of seventy five thousand dollars ($75,000.) to defray 
the cost of acquiring additional property, construction and 
equipping the alterations and additions to the Lang Street 
School and the payment of architect’s fees. That the School 
Board be authorized and empowered to issue notes and/or 
bonds in the name of and on the credit of the School District 
of the Town of Meredith as provided by and in accordance 
with the terms and provisions of Revised Laws of New 
Hampshire, 1942, Chapter 72, and any amendments applic- 
able thereto, and that the discretion of fixing the time and 
place of payment and the rate of interst of such bonds or 

otes and of providing for the sale thereof be delegated to 
the School Board as authorized by Revised Laws of New 
Hampshire, 1942, Chapter 72, known as Municipal Bond 
Statute and as amended by Chapter 55, Laws of 1951. 


Chester Lord explained, in addenda to the motion, that the 
first article authorized the construction of the school addi- 
tions, and the second would provide for the financing of 
the work. The motion was seconded and voted in the affirm- 
ative. 


ARTICLE V: The following motion by J. Clinton Roper 
was duly seconded and voted in the affirmative: “I move 
that the Building Committee as appointed and now con- 
stituted, be continued and authorized to work with and 
act in an advisory capacity with the School Board for the 
construction of the Lang Street Schoolhouse additions and 
alterations.” 


ARTICLE VI: There being no further business it was 
voted that the meeting be adjourned.

Some of the warrant articles to be acted upon at the 
annual meeting require explanation. 


Article 9—Rescinding previous vote 


_At the special meeting last May it was voted to build 
a four-room addition at the Lang Street School, but the record 
does not show the two-thirds vote required to borrow the 
75,000 necessary for this addition, so no building was under- 
taken. 


Some people feel that it would be unwise to invest so 
much in that building, and that the matter should be recon- 
sidered. Hence the article permitting the voters to rescind 
the previous vote if they so desire. This requires a majority 
vote. 


Article 10—Borrowins Money for the Lang St. Addition. 


If the voters, under article 9. vote to rescind their action 
of last Mav. this article mav be dismissed. However. if the 
“aioritv still anvrove of the four-room addition at Lane 
Street. thev will act under article 10 to borrow the $75,000. 
Rar this. 9 two-thirds vote is required. 


Article 11—Fstablishing a Capital Reserve Fund. 


Some feel that we should make a start at this time to 
nrovide funds for a new school, even though the plans ‘are 
not now definite. The money so voted will be placed in the 
hands of the trustees of trust funds, and will be available, 
with seccumulated interest. when the time comes to build. 
Such funds cannot be used for current expenses. 


Need of an Elementary Schoo! Princinal 


In 1947, the school board elected a full-time principal 
for the Lang Street School. Robert Bragg filled this position 
very satisfactorily for three years, then resigned to accept 
a position elsewhere. | 


Since no qualified candidates to replace Mr. Bragg could 
be found in the late summer, the board decided to relieve 
the high school principal of all teaching duties and give him 
the responsibility of the principalship of both buildings. 
This plan has been in effect since September; last year under 
Mr. Delaney, and this year under Mr. Rogers. 
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We have found that one man cannot give adequate 
time and attention to both jobs. The high school program 
demands the great majority of a principal’s time, and the 
elementary pupils have not had the benefit of individual 
~uidance they need. No man can be in two places at once. 
Our recommendation is that a full-time principal be em- 
ployed for the elementary school. The school board agrees 
with this recommendation, and has made provision in the 
yudget for the salary of such a person. 


Meredith Center School 


Last fall a plan was proposed to transfer a few of the 
pupils from the crowded classes at Lang Street, and main- 
tain a primary school at the Center. This suggestion met 
with disapproval on the part of about all the parents con- 
cerned. After a public meeting to listen to objectors, the 
school board abandoned the idea. 


At the present time, only ten pupils are enrolled at 
Meredith Center. Next year, it seems likely that only five 
will wish to attend that school. This small enrollment may 
make it necssary to close the school temporarily at the end 
of the present school year. The services of the teacher 
may be needed, however, to help with the large incoming 
first grade that is expected. 


Anticipated Enrollment 


According to the school census just ail tem the en- 
rollment in the various grades at Lang Street at the be- 
ginning of school next September is estimated as follows:

It is proposed to assign these pupils to eight teachers, as 
follows:

Teacher EK — Parts of grades 2 & 3 30 
Teacher F — Part of grade 2..... 30 
Teacher G— Part of gradel..... 27 
Teacher H— Part of grade 1 .... 27 
Total 239 
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It is proposed to put a temporary partition in the large 
room downstairs now used as lunch or assembly room, and 
use one portion of this room as a classroom. This arrange- 
ment has been approved by the State Board of Education as 
a temporary measure. 


Another alternative would be to set up a program of 
double sessions, arranging for the children assigned to 
Teacher F and Teacher G to come in the morning and those 
for Teacher E and Teacher H to attend during the afternoon. 


Our Teaching Staff 


Meredith opened its schools last September with an un- 
usually large percentage of new teachers, as follows: George 
Rogers, principal; Dorothy Eichel, commerce; Eugene Weiss, 
science; Marjorie Collins, home economics; Ruth Hodges, 
music; Elmer I. Silva, physical education; Lois Querim, 
grade 5. 


In December, Eugene Weiss was called into military ser- 
vice and Paul Pickwick, who received his degree at Plymouth 
Teachers College in January, was elected in his place. 


State-wide Supervision 


Occasionally it seems appropriate to explain in this report 
the New Hampshire state plan of school supervision. To 
many readers this is a familiar story, but others will find 
it new. 

In New Hampshire all public schools are supervised by a 
superintendent who is chosen by the local school boards and 
employed by the State Board of Education. With the ex- 
ception of the larger cities, the superintendent serves from 
two to eight school districts, which make up a “supervisory 
union.” Meredith is one of the six towns in the Ashland- 
Meredith supervisory union, the others being Center Harbor, 
Holderness, Moultonboro and Sandwich. 


The superintendent’s salary is paid in part by the state 
and in part by the local districts. Other expenses of his 
office, including the salary of a secretary, are paid entirely 
by the six districts in the union. The amount, to be assessed 
for these purposes is determined by a meeting of the union 
board (all six school boards meeting together) which is 
usually held in December. The total union budget voted 
for the year 1952-53 ig $8,641. This is apportioned among 
the six districts on the basis of school enrollment and ad- 
justed valuation. Meredith’s share for the year 1952-53 is 
34.2 percent of the total. 
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Teachers are Scarce 


Fifty years ago a young man who wanted to work his way 
through school could stay out for a term or two and teach 
school to earn money. School boards did not think too 
much about finding teachers who were well trained...... 
anyone who was strong in discipline would do. “Teachers 
are born, not made,” was a common saying. 


Today parents are not content to have an unqualified 
teacher for their children. To be a teacher, one must have 
either a college degree or some experience in teaching. 
The most crucial problem of public education today is that 
of providing our children with teachers who are well qual- 
ified. Not enough teachers graduate from our state teachers 
colleges each year to fill the positions that are open, and this 
shortage is nation-wide. New Hampshire loses each year 
100 or more of its teachers to other states that offer better 
salaries. 


Two of the best ways to halt this trend and to set about 
holding our good teachers in New Hampshire, as well as re- 
cruiting young people to enter the profession, are to pay 
adequate salaries based upon a definitely established salary 
schedule and to provide satisfactory conditions of employ- 
ment. Therefore, the State Board of Education has suggest- 
ed that local school boards act at once to develop a salary 
schedule or guide for their school system. Those school 
boards which have already developed and adopted salary 
schedules can testify to their value and improved morale- 
building results. 


In many districts, including Meredith, the school board, 
has adopted a salary schedule which provides an annual in- 
crease for teachers who are doing satisfactory work. Under 
our sche dule, a beginning salary of $2,400 for a teacher with 
a bachelor’s degree is provided, with an increase of $100 
annually for eight years. | 


For the year 1951-52, the average salary paid to teachers 
in New Hampshire is $2,940. The average in the Ashland- 
Meredith union is $2,514, and that of the Meredith teachers

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Report of School Nurse 


The school health program has followed much the same 
pattern as last year. Daily visits have been made to Lang 
Street School and high school and weekly visits to the Mere- 
dith Center School. 


Dr. Turley has finished physical examinations on stud- 
ents in the 12th, 11th, 9th and 7th grades and on young 
people participating in competitive sports, including the 7th 
and 8th grades. 


It is planned to give the Patch Test for tuberculosis to 
all those requesting it sometime this spring; this will include 
the 1st grade, new students and school personnel. 


Vision testing has been completed and the results sent 
home to the parents. It has been found necessary for sev- 
eral young people to wear glasses at least part of the day. 


The Maico audiometer, which is used by other school 
nurses in this section of the state, will be available soon. 
Students in all grades, 1 to 12, will be tested and any possible 
defect reported to their parents. 


The dental program will be sponsored by the Parent- 
Teachers Association. A dental hygienist will examine the 


teeth of the young people in grades 1 to 8 and recommend- 
ations will be sent home to the parents.
